Tho  pail  closets,  which  aro 
at  Mallor  Council  School,  aro  unsatisfactory  and  it  is  hoped  that  thoy  will  soon 
be  converted  to  water  closets  by  arrangement  with  council  and  Minister

(b)  Meat  Inspection* 

There  aro  eighteen  butchers1  shops,  tho  travelling  butcher fs  shop  of  tho 
Compstall  Co-operative  Society,  and  ton  slaughterhouses  within  tho  Urban  District, 
only  one  of  thorn  boing  in  possession  of  a  liconco. 

The  Slaughterhouses  have  not  boon  used  sinco  tho  middlo  of  January,  1940, 
on  account  of  tho  operation  of  tho  Contralisod  Slaughtering  Scheme*  Under  this 
scheme  all  tho  ’’homo  killed’*  moat  (othor  than  pork)  for  Hyde,  Brodbury  and  Romiley, 
Marplo,.  Donton  and  Audonshaw  is  slaughtorod  at  Stockport  No*  2  Ministry  of  Food 
Dopot  and  tho  work  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  tho  Sanitary  Inspectors 
for  Hydo,  Marplo,  Donton  and  ^-udonshaw,  in  oquol  sharos,  ono  Inspector  from  oaoh 
of  theso  four  Local  Authorities  b§4ng  on  duty  every  fourth  wook*

Efforts  aro  being  made  to  get  all  childron  immunised  at  tho  age  of  on©  year 
and  for  this  purposo  a  letter  is  sent  to  tho  mother  of  every  child  soon  after  its 
first  birthday  pointing  out  tho  advantages  of  immunisation  and  advising  tho  mother  how 
she  can  obtain  immunisation*  Children  arc  immunised  cithor  by  their  own  doctors 

or  at  tho  Infant  Welfare  Contros* 

Tho  re-immunisation  of  childron  immunised  more  than  fivo  years  ago  has  boon 
stressed  in  tho  Press  and  for  this  purposo  supplios  of  T*A#F#  have  boen  mado  availablo

For  water  supply  purposes  tho  Urban  District  falls  into  throo  soctions 
* 

Ludworth*  Mol lor  and  Marplo# 

1#  Ludworth  is  supplied  with  water  obtained  from  local  gathering  ground  springs  and 
storod  in  throe  open  typo  reservoirs.  No  treatment  other  than  chlorination 
and  storage  is  given  to  this  supply*  Tho  weakness  of  this  supply  lies  in  the 
fluctuation  of  the  springs  which  aro  rapidly  affected  by  drought  conditions  and 
also  lack  of  filtration  to  provent  undesirable  substancos  entering  tho  supply  pipes* 
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Fron  tino  to  tino  chonical  analysis  has  shown  p»H©  Valuos  of  5.6.  to  6.0*  and  tho 
Analysts,  of  course,  have  roferred  to  tho  potontial  dangor  of  Plunbo -Solvency  and 
accordingly  there  is  a  standing  instruction  to  pluribors  in  this  part  of  tho 
to  avoid  tho  use  of  lead  pipe*  This  supply  has  had  to  be  augnontod  during  tho 
z  year  by  partial  supply  fron  tho  liarplo  mains.  This  operation  causes  prossuro  loss 
and  a  dogroo  of  intemittont  supply  in  liarplo  and  can  only  be  regarded  as  an 
cnorgoncy  noasuro. 

2.  In  Mollor  tho  water  is  obtained  fron  upland  gathering  grounds  springs  by  joint 
Hoodworks  in  tho  ownership  of  tho  Urban  District  Council  and  Chapel-on-lo-Frith 
Rural  District  Council.  After  collection  at  Harrynoor  on  the  verge  of  the  Poak 
Range,  tho  supply  is  carriod  in  closed  pipe-lino  so  far  as  Mollor  is  concerned,  to 
a  covorod  rosorvoir  within  tho  Urban  District,  This  reservoir  supplies 
approximately  one-third  of  tho  Mellor  population  and  feeds  a  break-pros suro  rosorvoir 
of  open  type  at  low  level  which  servos  the  piped  supplios  of  the  lower  reechos. 

This  supply  is  chlorinated  near  the  source  and  while  it  has  no  other  treatment,  it 
is  loss  subjoct  to  contamination  by  solids  than  is  the  caso  with  tho  Ludworth  supply, 
whore  the  gathering  grounds  arc  in  close  proximity  to  tho  aroa  sorvod, 

3*  In  Marplo  the  supply  is  obtainod  in  bulk  fron  tho  Stockport  Corporation  and  distributed 
through  closed  reservoir  and  pipe  system,  Tho  troatnont  of  this  water  is  carriod 
out  by  tho  Stockport  Corporation  at  their  Roadworks. 

*.  Tho  wator  supplios  are  constant  and  there  aro  no  supplios  by  neons  of  stand-pipos, 

Thoro  are  estimated  to  bo  4^040  inhabited  properties  in  tho  Urban  District;  406  of 
v/hich  aro  not  suppliod  fron  public  bo\w*job  and  this  is  estimated  to  roprosent'a— 
population  of  approximately  1,300  out  of  tho  total  population  estimated  at  11,360* 

In  previous  roports  I  havo  reported  upon  effort  being  made  by  the  Council  to  secure 
a  more  uniform  and  higher  standard  of  supply  throughout  tho  Urban  Distriot.  Tho 
Council  havo  now  completed  negotiations  with  tho  Stockport  Corporation  for  a  new 
agreement  of  bulk  supply  to  cover  tho  requirements  of  Ludworth  and  part  of  Mollor 
and  they  havo  also  preparod  a  detailed  scheme  through  their  Engineer.  '  The 
particulars  of  this  scheme  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Hoaltfc,  and,  upon 
their  requirement,  detailed  plans  aro  now  being  preparod* 

In  brief  tho  proposals  include  for  the  abondonnont  of  the  local  gathering  grounds  in 
Ludvrorth,  prolonging  tho  life  of  tho  Harrymoor  works  on  tho  Mollor  supply  by  decreasing 
tho  number  of  consumers  and  bringing  the  remaining  consumers,  togothor  with  thoso  of 
Ludworth,  undor  tho  Stockport  source  of  wator  supply  conditions. 

6*  Evaouation* 

An  official  party  of  301  ovacuoos  arrivod  in  liarplo  from  London  on  the  1st  Septonbor. 
Tho  total  number  remaining  in  tho  aroa  at  tho  end  of  tho  year  was  275*  Thoir 
health  has  boon  good.
